TOMATO PLANTS 
Rutgers Variety 


RUTGERS is the best and most popular 
variety both for home gardens and 
commercial plantings in every section of 
the country. Of the scores of fine tomato 
varieties, Rutgers is the champion of all. 


Recommendations for growing tomatoes: 


Select a well-drained and fertile loamy soil. After danger of 
frost is over, plant 2% to 3 feet apart in 4 foot rows, this will 
require about 3500 to 4000 plants per acre; use 1200 to 2000 
pounds of a 5-10-10 fertilizer per acre, part of which should be 
applied at the time the fruit begins to set. Any spraying or 
dusting for control of insects and diseases should be done only 
in accordance with advice of local agricultural authorities. 


PEPPER PLANTS 
California Wonder Variety 


This is the finest pepper grown today. It 
has no equal for quality and production 
in any section of the country. California 
Wonder is tops for both home gardens and 
commercial plantings everywhere. 


Recommendations for growing Peppers: 


Select a well-drained and fertile loamy soil. After danger of 
frost is over, plant 2 to 3 feet apart: in 3% foot rows which 
requires 4000 to 6000 plants per acre. Use 1200 to 1800 lbs. 
of a 5-10-10 fertilizer per acre, part of which should be applied 
when plants begin to bloom.

Goldrush Variety—Wilt Resistant 

This is a very high yielding variety, which is highly 
resistant to wilt. This variety is recommended in wilt- 
infested soils and has produced good crops where 
wilt-susceptible varieties have failed. It matures earlier 
than the Puerto Rican varieties and has a very attrac- 
tive flesh which makes it a desirable canning potato. 
It is a semi-bunch variety, which produces vines longer 
than a true bunch but shorter than the running varie- 
ties. We recommend Goldrush as a variety to be grown 
(1) in wilt-infested areas, (2) for the early market, (3) 
for northern sections where the growing season is 
very short. 


Earlyport Variety 

This is the earliest maturing variety grown and pro- 
duces a good crop in a relatively short time after plant- 
ing. It produces potatoes of very attractive appearance 
and very good eating quality which keep well in 
storage. We recommend Earlyport as a variety to be 
grown for the early market and in those northern 
sections of the country where the growing season is 
very short.

1. Our sweet potato and tomato plants are Certified 
and inspected by the Georgia Department of En- 
tomology. 

2. All plants are field grown (with the exception of 
the March and early April sweet potato plants) and 
have strong, healthy root systems. 

3. Each plant you receive has been individually 
selected and pulled. 

4, Plants are packed in peat moss and shipped in 
specially treated and manufactured containers to 
avoid drying out in transit. 

5. Plants are shipped the same day they are pulled.

Suggestions for Handling and Transplanting 


1. Plant as soon as plants arrive. In the event there is 
a delay, take the plants out of the package, cut 
the string, spread the bundle and heel-in the plants 
in the shade keeping the roots moist. 


2. On hot, sunny days plant only in the late afternoon. 


3. Place roots and stem well into the ground but do 
not cover the leaves. 


4. Use water to settle dirt around the roots in prefer- 
ence to packing with hands. After plant has been 
watered, complete filling of hole by pulling in loose 
dirt around the plant. 


5. If plants are badly wilted in transit, allow roots to 
soak in water for two or three hours. Never wet 
tops under any conditions. 


6. Occasionally when plants have been delayed in 
transit, the leaves will turn yellow and perhaps 
slimy. If the stems are still firm and green these 
plants are still good and will grow off nicely when 
handled as outlined above. 


Recommendations for growing Sweet Potatoes 


Select a well-drained sandy loam soil of moderate 
fertility. Use at the rate of 1,000 to 1,200 pounds per 
acre, a fertilizer mixture high in potash and relatively 
low in nitrogen (8-9-9 or 4-12-12). Avoid rich, black 
soils, soils which have been manured heavily, and soils 
on which legumes have recently been grown. Plant 
only after danger of frost is over and plant 12 to 15 
inches apart in a good mellow bed about 6 to 8 inches 
high in rows 3% feet apart—this takes from 10,000 to 
12,000 plants per acre. Always use water in planting 
in order to give the plants a good start. Harvest just 
before first killing frost, using care in handling to avoid 
bruising of the potatoes. If the potatoes are to be 
stored, store at a temperature around 60 degrees F.— 
sweet potatoes will not stand temperatures below 50 
degrees F.
